Recommendations for Their Correction Out- 


lined -- Lobbying, Political 
Contributions, 


Rights of Policy Holders and Other 


Matters Discussed Exhaustively. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—The report of 


the joint committee of the senate and 
assembly of the state of New York ap- 
pointed to investigate the affairs of the 
life insurance companies, covers a print- 
ed pamphlet of 310 pages. 


It was presented in both house.; of the 


legislature today. It was accompanied 
by eight bills designed to carry into ef- 
fect in detail the recommendations of the 
committee. 
Senator Armstrong asked 


leave for the committee to submit a sup- 
plemental report which will contain the 
proposed forma of the standard life in- 
surance policies to be prescribed by law. 
Ho promised this report next 
week. 


There will be a public hearing on the 
bills before the investigating committee 
itself on Friday, March 0, in the assem- 
bly chamber. 


In a statement 'made to a newspaper 


man before the presentation of the re- 
port, Senator Armstrong said he hoped 
to hnvc parsed before April 15, the bill 
which will defer the annual elections in 
the mutual companies from April 15 to 
November 15. This it is believed prob- 
ablv would nollify all proxies obtained 
up to thii time.-by -Th«inK9--W.--liwwson 
and the polh-yholders committee of stute 
governor anil others, as well as those 
which the management of the companies

VOTING OF POLICY HOLDERS. 
"With these object in view the follow- 


ing plan is recommended: 


"At least live months prior to each 


election, lists of policy holders having at 
least $1,000 of insurance in force, prop- 
erly classified by states and countries, 
giving names and addresses, but not the 
amount of insurance, should be filed with 
the superintendent of insurance, and sim- 
ilar lists should be open to inspection at 
the home office of the corporation. Lists, 
also open to inspection of policy holders 
within each state and foreign country 
should be filed at the 'general agencies 
of the company in such jurisdictions. 
Voting should be limited to those who 
have been insured at least one year be- 
fore election, and those policies are still 
in force when the election is held. The 
board of trustees or directors should an- 
nually nominate candidates to be voted 
for at the next election, nnd should file 
its nominations with the superintendent 
of insurance at least four months before 
the election, together with a designation 
ot persons to receive proxies to vote for 
such candidates. It shculd also .be pro- 
vided that any .g'foup~ of 100 members

themselves have been gathering through 
their agents. 


After reel ting the resolution authoriz- 


ing the work and the plan adopted for 
the investigation by the committee encli 
individual company is passed in review. 
There arc fifteen companies organized 
under the laws of New York, issuing lev- 
el premium policies and in a single in- 
fctunco only the committee departed from 
the policy of limiting its investigation to 
companies organized under the laws of 
New York. The company was the Pru- 
dential Life Insurance company of New 
Jersey. 


The matters demanding the consider- 


ation of thn legislature for the purpose 
of rnmeclying existing evils and of estab- 
lishing more securely the business of life 
insurance in this state are grouped under 
the following heads:

POLICY HOLDERS SHUT OUT. 


Concerning- the so-called mutual com- 


panies, the committee says: 


"Notwithstanding 
their 
theoretical 


rights, policy holders have hud little or 
no voice in the management. Entrench- 
ed 
behind proxies easily collected 
by 


Bubsemuits nnd running for long periods 
unless expressly revoked, the officers of 
these companies have occupied unassail- 
able positions and have been able to ex- 
ercise despotic- power. Ownership of tlic 
entire stock of an unmixed stock corpor- 
ation scarcely could give a tenure more 
secure. 
The most fertile service of evUs 


in administration has been irresponsibil- 
ity 
of 
ollicial power. However much 


this may bo expected in the case of abso- 
lute stock control, in that of a mutual 
company it proceeds, from a flagrant dis- 
regard of the law of it* being. While it 
•would bo plainly unwise Unit, the man- 
agement of a life insurance 
company 


should bo rendered unstable or that its 
personnel should be frequently changed 
it is of the first importance that oflicers 
should realize their direct responsibility 
to those whom they represent ami should

TWO MONTHS' NOTICE. 


The corporation should be required at 


least two months prior to the election to 
mail to each policy holder notice of the 
election, together with a suitable ballot 
containing the names'of all the candi- 
dates whose nominations have been duly 
filed, with properly addressed envelope 
inclosed for the return of the ballot. The 
periods above mentioned have been fixed 
in order to give opportunity to reach 
distant policy holders. Votes should be 
limited to the nominated candidates and 
suitable provisions should be made for 
new nominations, and the 
casting of 


votes under proxies, in case of the death 
or incapacity of any person nominated. 
Provision should also be rondo for the 
proper 
custody of ballots received by 


mail and disinterested persons should be 
appointed to act as inspectors of elec- 
tion." 


As to stock companies, the committee 


recommend mutualization. 


WOULD LIMIT BUSINESS. 


The committee recommends 
limiting 


;he amount of new business which each 
of the larger companies may take to 
$10,000,000 a year and that no company 
doing business in the state except the 
industrial companies shall issue policies 
in excess of certain prescribed limits. 


POLITICAL CONTRIBUTIONS. 


Contributions by insurance corpora- 


tions for political purposes should be 
strictly forbidden. Neither executive of- 
iicers nor directors should be allowed to 


the moneys- paid for purposes of in- 


surance in support of political candidates 


platforms. The devious methods tak- 


en to conceal the payments of this sort 
nre confessions of their illicit character. 
They illustrate the manner in which ex- 
ecutive officers have treated the funds of 
the company virtually 
as their 
own, 


abusing their power to disburse them 
without 
proper 
accounting. Whether 


made Cor the purpose of supporting polit- 
ical views or with the dcsiro to obtain 
protection for the corporation, these con- 
tributions have been wholly unjustifia- 
ble. 
In the one case executive officers 


Imvc sought to impose their 
political 


views upon a constituency of divergent 
convictions, and in the other they have 
been guilty of a serious offense against 
public morals. 


DRASTIC LAW RECOMMENDED. 
The frank admission that moneys have 


been obtained for use in state campaigns 
upon the expectation that candidates 
thus aided in their election would sup 


ly prohibited and treated as a waste of 
corporate moneys, but any officer, direc- 
tor 
or agents making, authorizing or 


consenting 
to any 
such 
contribution 


should be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
the prohibition should be extended to all 
corporate contributions of this character. 


LOBBYING IS DECRIED. ^ 


Nothing disclosed by the investigation 


deserves more serious attention than the 
systematic efforts of the largo insurance 
companies to control a large part of the 
legislation of the state. They have been 
organized into an offensive and defensive 
alliance to procure or prevent the pass- 
age of laws effecting not only insurance 
but a great variety, of important inter- 
ests to which, through subsidiary com- 
panies, or through .the connections of 
their officers they have become related, 
their operations have extended beyond 
the state and the country hus been divid- 
ed into districts so that each company 
might perform conveniently its share of 
the work. Enormous sums have been 
expended in a surreptitious manner. 


DISHONESTLY USED. 


Irregular accounts have been kept to 


conceal the payments of which proper 
vouchers have not been required. This 
course of conduct has created a wide- 
spread conviction that large portions of 
this money have been dishonestly used. 
Andrew Fields, who represented both the 
Mutual and the Equitable in legislative 
matters and was in control of the supply 
department of the former company re- 
mained beyond the jurisdiction during 
the sessions of the committee. 


NO ACCOUNTING MADE. 


The general solicitor of the Mutual, to 


whom the chairman of the committee:on, 
expenditures entrusted large sums,, died 
just before the beginning of the investi- 
gation and apparently left no account as 
to how the money had been spent. An- 
drew Hamilton, who within ten years 
•eceivcd upward of $1,000,000, from the 
New York Life on the warrant of its 
president in connection with its bureau 
of legislation and taxation has remained 
abroad 
and has failed to render 
any 


proper account showing the disposition 
of the money. The officers of the com- 
pany say that they have no knowledge 
Of the uses to which it was put. The of 
fleers of the Equitable from whom light 
might have been expected on .the dis- 
jursemenfs 
of their 
company, either 


mve remained out of the jurisdiction.or 
have been disabled by illness. 


REFLECTION ON LEGISLATURE. 
"The pernicious activities of corporate 
jcnts in matters of les'islation demand 
that the. present 
freedom of lobbying 


should be restricted. They have brought 
suspicion upon important proceedings of 
the 
legislature nnd have exypsed 
its 


members to consequent assault. The leg- 
islature owes it to itself, so far as possi- 
ble, to stop the practice of the lavish ex- 
penditure of moneys ostensibly for ser- 
vices in connection with the support rof 
or opposition to bills and generally • be- 
licv'ed.-to be used for corrupt purposes. 
The legislature should free itself from 
the, stigma which now attaches to the 
progress of measures affecting important 
interests. The laws against bribery and 
corruption, offenses which are difficult of 
proof, arc sufficiently stringent, but an 
effort should be made to strike at the 
root of the evil by requiring under prop- 
er penalties full publicity with regard to 
moneys 
expended in connection with 


matters before the legislature. Corpor- 
ations should be required to keep ac- 
counts and vouchers in which all such 
payments should be fully detailed and 
receipted for and an adequate statement 
•cgnrding them should form part of such 
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port the interests of the companies, has nnd of clandestine methods to defeat leg 
exposed both those who solicited the con- 
tributions and those who made them to 
severe and just condemnation. The com- 
mittee recommends the passage of an un- 
equivocal and drastic measure to remedy 


reports as may be required. 


NO NEED FOR LOBBYING. 


'It has been insisted that the insur- 


ance companies have been so continually 
menaced by the introduction of proper 
and ill advised legislative measures in 
many states, that they have been com- 
pelled to maintain a constant watchful- 
ness and to resort to secret means to de- 
feat them. An insurance 
corporation, 


however, holds a position of peculiar ad- 
vantage in opposing any legislative meas- 
ure which really antagonizes the inter- 
ests of policy holders. A very large pro- 
portion of the voters of the state hold 
policies of life insurance. • It is easy for 
the company to apprise them of hostile 
legislative measures, and in addition a 
department of the state government ex- 
ists for. their protection, whose recom- 
mendations have rarely failed to receive 
proper consideration in the legislature. 
It is not a difficult matter to direct pub- 
lic attention to an objectionable bill af- 
fecting life insurance corporations or to 
having opposing argument and criticism 
effectively presented. Again, if, in spite 
of argument fairly and publicly present- 
ed, the legislature insists upon passing 
a law inimical to the true interests of 
the companies it is not the officers, but 
the policy holders who must bear the 
loss, and the consequences which can 
readily he pointed out arc almost cer- 
tain, to bring about an early repeal of 
the obnoxious legislation. The employ- 
ment of agents to disburse large sums, 


islation is wholly inexcusable. 


'The company should be compelled to 


set forth in its nnntial statement to the 
superintendent of insurance, all sums so 
disbursed, giving the names of the pay- 
ees, the amount paid and the specific 


purpose of the payment. . 


HOW IT'S DONE.IN WISCONSIN. 
Professional services in promoting leg- 


islation ruay.be entirely honorable and 
are .frequently necessary. In England 
members of the so-called .parliamentary 
bar have been held in deserved esteem. 
The drafting of bills and the presenta- 
tion of arguments fqr and against their 
enactment before legislative committees 
call for a high order of professional abil- 
ity. In Massachusetts and in Wisconsin 
statutes have.been passed -requiring that 
persons who professionally advocate or 
oppose legislation affecting corporate in- 
terests should enter regular appearances 
and disclose for what clients they arc 
acting. In Wisconsin it is made a mis- 
demeanor for any person to accept a fee 
contingent upon the passage or defeat 
of a pending measure and by statute 
passed there in 1905 it is made unlawful 
for any person employed for a pecuniary 
consideration to attempt personally to 
direct or influence a member of the leg- 
islature to vote for or against any pend- 
ing measure, otherwise than by appear- 
ing before regular committees, by publi- 
cations or public addresses or by state- 
ments, arguments or Ijriefs delivered to 
all members of the legislature and filed 
in the office of the' secretary of state. 
We are not inclined toh-econiiuend, on this 
subject which will interfere with the pre- 
sentation to a legislator of the views of 
his constituents or o.S citizens generally, 
but we believe that.-yhcre legislation is 
opposed or promoted hy paid profession- 
al advocates the ma'iter should be the 
subject of suitable radiation. 


REGULATIONS PRESCRIBED. 


The committee therefore recommends 


that the legislative law be so amended 
that every person retained or employed 
for compensation as tfpunsel or agent to 
proinote or oppose the passage of bills 
or resolutions by either house of execu- 
tive approval of such measures shall, be- 
fore entering upon the service, file in the 
office of the secretary of state a writing 
stating the name or names of his em- 
ployer together with a brief description, 
of the legislative matter with ruforencr 
to which the service is to be renderd. 


PUNISHMENT RECOMMENDED. 
Violation of the law should be made 


a misdemeanor and the failure to file tho 
statements required should subject the 
offender to "appropriate penalties. 


COMPANY HAS RIGHTS. 


The committee deems it inadvisable to 


recommend that the legislature attempt 
to proscribe the expenditures of insur- 
ance corporations. The legislature can- 
not undertake the management of the 
business. In seeking to secure economi- 
cal administration it should not overstep 
the line which divides suitable state sup- 
ervision from an utterly impracticable 
effort to prescribe details. The legisla- 
ture should- aim to permit freedom of 
management subpcct to general regula- 
tions and complete publicity. 
WHERE EXTRAVAGANCE COMES INI 


The evidence, however, makes it clear,, 


that the most\wasteful expense lies in. 
the amount paid for new business. Every- 
"company professed to deplore this, plead- 
ing that competition rendered it unavoid.- 
able. 


UNIFORM COMMISSIONS. 


The committee does not recommend, 


tlmt the rate of commissions be prescrib- 
ed by law. It is recommended that com- 
missions should be uniform—that is to 
say, that while tho rate may vary ac- 
cording to the plan of insurance, the 
compensation should not be greater in 
amount for any $1,000 of insurance at 
the same ngo and should be determined 
by the amount paid in the case of an or- 
dinary whole life policy. 


MINIMUM POLICY STANDARD. 
The committee recommends that the 


law be amended so that a minimum 
standard for valuation of policies other 
than industrial 
should be established; 


and so that preliminary terms in the val- 
uation of policies issued after 1906 should 
not be permitted. 


PUNISHMENT FOR REBATERS. 
The law as to rebates is sufficiently' 


stringent but as a further precaution it 
is 
recommenced that the penal 
code 


should be amended so as to provide that 
a person receiving a rebate should be 
equally guilty with the one who gives it.

The members of 
the board, at least the twenty-one who 
signed the petition of Mr. Drew, believe 
that it is equivalent to an election at 
their hands. 


There were' two other candidates in 


the field for the place, unknown until 
yesterday. They are Frank Cox.of Dov- 
er and Edwin Morse of Honey Creek. 
Both have written letters to the state 
tax commissionci-, aplying for the place. 


LONG FIGHT FOLLOWED.

man ever appointed to the position of 
supervisor of assessors.

!o., of Corliss, to accept the recent offer 
of eastern capitalists to buy the assets 
for $90,000, means the reorganization of 
:he company and the Wisconsin Engine 
!o., is to be the ,name of the concern in 
:he future. This company intends to 
boom the plant. All of the big contracts 
on hand arc to be filled and many new 
ones entered into. 
All labor 
troubles 


that have existed will be probably set- 
tled and the concern start out with am- 
ple capital to swing and make it a big 
Snancial success. 


Residents of Corliss, which has grown 


to large proportions, a.nd who have been 
greatly discouraged because of the finan- 
cial complications of the big plant, are 
jreatly encouraged now and it is said 
that this yeo.r will witness the erection 
of many new homes and possibly a few 
business houses. 


It is now estimated that the creditors 


of the bankrupt concern will now receive 
only 20 instead of 30 per cent of their 
claims. 
Besides paying $9.0,000 to the 


trustees, the purchasers agree to assume 
incumbrances on the real estate of the 
company, amounting to about $265:000, 
making the total price paid over $350,- 
000. 
From this sum of $90,000 must be 


paid $15,000 to the First National bank 
of 
Milwaukee and the 
Falk Manu- 


facturing Co., which holds orders of the 
bankrupt company to that amount. 


Whether Mr. Whiting, one of the foun- 


ders of the concern, will be with tie com- 
pany is not stated.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 22.—A 
fire

Forthcoming if Senate Changes 


Eate Bill to Meet His 


Disapproval. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 22,—When 


the senate committee on interstate com- 
merce meets on Friday to .vote on a rato 
bill the announcement will be made au- 
thoritatively that President' Roosevelt 
will not 'attempt to prevent amendment 
of the Hepburn bill; that,he will leave 
the committee free to exercise its best 
judgment and, if possible, to compromise 
its differences; that if a bill is reported 
which doeii not meet his approval and in 
that form is passed, by' congress he will 
content himself with exercising his veto 
power. 


This announcement will be made as the 


result of a conference yesterday between 
tho most active persons supporting tho 
house bill without 'amendment. It will 
be delivered to the committee by a sena- 
tor who has supported an amendment 
.providing for_ a radical review of an or- 
der of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. 


The conference at th'e White House is 


one. of many that have been held there 
within a week for a discussion of the rail- 
road rato question. It was attended by 
Senators Dolliver and Clapp, Sepaker 
Cannon, Representative -Hepburn and At- 
torney General Moody. 


MOODY GIVES APPROVAL. 


Attorney General Moody, it is said, 


contended that the Hepburn bill is con- 
stitutional and that there is no danger 
of its being overturned by the United 
States supreme court. Ho would not pass 
upon the wisdom of amending.the bill, 
taking the position that that is a func- 
tion outside of hie official province; 


,. After Senators Dolliver and Clapp re- 
turned to the capital they told certain 
colleagues that they would go into the 
committee on Friday and make a firm 
.stand to have vlhe'bill' reported without 
amendment. Whqn asked concerning the 
attitude of the president, they said that 
tHey believer he-is satisfied with the iill 
as it stands, but that it is too much to 
say. that he is opposed to any 
rhents whatever. 
- 


• PRESIDENT TO GIVE HEARINGS. 


Tho president was described by them 


as read}' to consider any amendments 
that might be offered and willing to lis- 
ten to any proposition up to the time the 
bill is placed on its final passage. They 
said that if anything should be brought 
forward which, in the opinion of friends 
of the bill, would better it and not ob- 
struct its operation, the president would 
give it careful study. 


Conservative member's of the commit- 


tee assert that they have the necessary 
votes to amend tlte-3-te.pbnrn bill if they 
are left free to exercise their individual 
judgment so that they will not be plac- 
ed in the position of opposing the presi- 
dent's-policy. 
Under these conditions, 


it is said that Senators Elkins, Forakcr, 
Crane, Kean, Aldrich, Carmack, Foster 
and McLaurin will vote for an amend- 
ment providing for judicial review.

COLD STORAGE.MEN CADQHT 


K«rr Sp*em«ton Loio Hea»llT—Frlc« Drop 


From Twenty to Savon Centi. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 
22.—Speculators in 


cold storage eggs have awakened to the 
fact that they are fried, boiled, poached 
and scrambled quite completely in the 
greatest composite mass of eggs that 
man ever conceived. As the ante-summer 
sun continues to shine brightly and the 
winter days fly away the speculators look 
at their storage house receipts and then 
ponder their chances of keeping their 
total loss within .$750,000. For when the 
eggs were put away to rest last spring 
the purchasers had to pay 16 to 1 
cents a dozen for them; yesterday they 
were worth only 7. 


63,000,000 EGGS INVOLVED. 


• From the best information obtainable 
there are between 65,000 and 75,000 cases 
of eggs in the storage houses of the city, 
which means about 27,000,000 eggs. 
These are mostly the property of the mi- 
nor speculators about town anfl besides 
these the beef packers have on hand it 
is said about 100,000 cases. 


Meantime the, hens out in the country 


arc cackling merrily.and the roosters are 
crowing most delightedly. 
They see a 


pleasant little vacation ahead and hope 
that it will last until after the spring 
passes with its dangers of "that tired 
-feeling." Among other things they are 
jubilant because they recall other times 
and other years, according to the histor- 
ians in -henology, when they were forced 
to work night and day to supply the de- 
mand and never got any thanks except 
possibly a bit larger portion "of corn or 
something of the sort. 
LOWEST IN NEW YORK IN 9 YEARS. 


In New York, too, the hens are cack- 


ling and money is being lost by the 
thousand on the -unprofitable storage of 
eggs last April, May and June. The 
priees.have dropped1 to a level not reach- 
ed before in nine years. The drop has 
been the difference between 20 and 9 
cents.

; WASHINGTON. D. C., Feb. 22.—After 
fifteen j-ears of more or Jess serious con- 
,6ideration of tho subject the senate yes- 
terday passed a pure food bill by .the .de- 
cisive vote of (53 to 4, Messrs. Bacon, Bai- 
ley, Foster and Tillman, all democrats, 
being the only senators to cast their 
votes in the negative. 


T!ic vote was taken after a day de- 


voted almost exclusively to debate of a 
desultory character on the measure. Sev- 
ern] efforts were made to amend the bill j 
and the committee accepted a number of 
suggestions, but only those thus accepted 
are incorporated in the bill as passed. 


PROVISIONS OF THE BILL. 


Tho bill makes it a misdemeanor 
to 


manufacture or sell adulterated or mis- 
branded foods, drugs, medicines or liq- 
uors in the District of Columbia, the ter- 
ritories and the insular possessions of 
the United States; and prohibits the ship- 
ment of such goods from one state to 
another or to a foreign country. It also 
prohibits the receipt of such goods. Pun- 
ishment by fine of $500 or by imprison- 
ment for one year, or both, is prescribed. 
In the case of corporations, officials in 
charge are made responsible. 


The treasury department and the de- 


partments of agriculture and of com- 
merce and labor arc required to agree 
upon regulation? for the collections and 
examination of the articles covered by 
the bill, but no specitic provision is made 
for investigation except by the depart- 
ment of agriculture. The investigations 
by that department are placed in the 
hands of the chief of the bureau .of chem- 
istry, and if he finds that the law has 
been violated, the secretary of agricul- 
ture is required to report the facts to 
the United States district attorney, who, 
in return, is required to institute pro- 
ceedings in the federal court. 


Tho bill also defines foods, drugs, medi- 


cines and liquors, and also' defines 
the 


standards for-them. _ There is an exemp- 
tion for dealers who furnish guarantees 
against -adulteration and misbranding.

DEPICTED 


Report of Insurance Investi- 


gating Committee a 


Lengtny One. 


Recommendations for Their Correction Out- 


lined — Lobbying, Political Contributions, 


Rights of Policy Holders and Other 


Matters Discussed Exhaustively. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—The report of 


the joint committee of the senate and 
assembly of tlic state of New York ap- 
pointed to investigate the affairs of the 
life insurance companies, covers a print- 
ed pamphlet of 310 pages. 


It was presented in both houses of the 


legislature today. 
It was accompanied 


by eight bills designed to carry into ef- 
fect in detail the recommendations of the 
committee. Senator Armstrong asked 
leave for the committee to submit a sup- 
plemental report which will contain the 
proposed forms of the standard life in- 
surance policies to be proscribed by law. 
lie promised 
this report next 
week. 


There will be a public hearing on the 
bills before the investigating committee 
itM'if on Friday, March 9. in the assem- 
bly chamber. 


in a statement 'made to a newspaper 


man before the presentation of the re- 
port, Senator Armstrong said he hoped 
to have passed before April 15, the bill 
which will defer the annual elections in 
the mutual companies from April la to 
November 15. This it is believed prob- 
ably would nollify all proxies obtained 
up to this time -by Thomas -W.--Smivson 
and the polieyholdei's committee of state 
governor and others, as well as those 
which the management of the companies 
themselves have been gathering through 
their agents. 


After reciting the resolution authoriz- 


ing the work and the plan adopted for 
the investigation by the committee each 
individual company is passed in review. 
There arc fifteen 
companies organized 


under the laws of New York, issuing lev- 
el premium policies and in a single in- 
stance only the committee departed from 
the policy of limiting its investigation to 
companies organized under the laws of 
New York. The company was the Pru- 
dential Life Insurance company of New 
Jersey. 


The matters demanding the consider- 


ation of the legislature for the purpose 
of remedying existing evils and of cstab' 
lisliiiig more securely the business of life 
insurance, in this state are grouped under 
the following heads: 


MATTERS FOR RECTIFYING.

POLICY HOLDERS SHUT OUT. 


Concerning the so-called mutual com- 


panies, the committee suys: 


"Notwithstanding 
their 
theoretical 


rights, policy holders have had little or 
no voice in the management. Entrench 
ed 
behind proxies easily collected 
by 


subservants and running for long periods 
nnle-ss expressly revoked, the officers of 
these companies have occupied unassail- 
able positions and have been able to ex 
crcise despotic power. Ownership of the 
entire stock of an unmixed stock corpor- 


- ation scarcely could give a tenure more 


secure. The most fertile service of evils 
in administration has been irresponsibil- 
itv 
of 
official power. However much 


this may be expected in tiie case of abso- 
lute stock control, in that of a mutual 
company it proceeds, from a flagrant dis- 
regard of the law of its being. While it 
would be plainly unwise that the man- 
agement of a life insurance 
compnnj 


should be rendered unstable or that its 
personnel should be frequently changed 
it is of the first importance that officers 
should realize' their direct responsibilitj 
to those whom they represent and shoulc 
rely for their continuance in office upon 
proved efficiency and not v#on a, praoti; 


cal inability of the policy holders to de- 
pose them. 


VOTING OF POLICY HOLDERS. 
"With these object in view the follow- 


ing plan is recommended: 


"At least five months prior to each 


election, lists of policy holders having at 
least $1,000 of insurance in force, prop- 
erly classified by- states and countries, 
giving names and addresses, but not the 
amount of insurance, should be filed with 
the superintendent of insurance, and sim- 
ilar lists should be open to inspection at 
the home office of the corporation. Lists, 
also open to inspection of policy holders 
within each state and foreign country 
should be filed at the 'general agencies 
of tlie company in such jurisdictions 
Voting should be limited to those who 
have been insured at least one year be- 
fore election, and those policies are still 
in force when the election is held. The 
board of trustees or directors should an- 
nually nominate candidates to be voted 
for at tlie next election, and should file 
its nominations with the superintendent 
of insurance at least four months before 
the election, together with a designation 
of persons to receive proxies to Tote for 
such candidates. It shculd also be pro- 
vided that any gfoujrof 100 members 
should be privileged to make and file 
with 
the 
superintendent independent 


nominations, together with names of per- 
sons who will receive proxies to vote for 
the candidates, at lenst three months 
jefore tlie election. 


TWO MONTHS' NOTICE. 


The corporation should be required at 


.east two months prior to the election to 
:nnil to each policy holder notice of the 
election, together with a suitable ballot 
containing the names of all the candi- 
lates whose nominations have been duly 
filed, with properly addressed envelope 
inclosed for the return of the ballot. The 
periods above mentioned have been fixed 
in order to give opportunity to reach 
.listant policy holders. Votes should be 
limited to the nominated candidates and 
suitable provisions should be made for 
new nominations, and the 
casting 
of 


votes under proxies, in case of the death 
or incapacity of any person nominated. 
Provision should also be made for the 
proper 
custody of ballots received by 


mail and disinterested persons should be 
appointed to act as inspectors of elec- 
tion." 


As to stock companies, the committee 


recommend mutualization. 


WOULD LIMIT BUSINESS. 


The committee recommends 
limiting 


the amount of new business which each 
of the larger companies may take to 
,$10,000,000 a year and that no company 
doing business in the state except the 
industrial companies shall issue policies 
in excess of certain prescribed limits. 


POLITICAL CONTRIBUTIONS. 


Contributions by insurance corpora- 


tions for political purposes should be 
strictly forbidden. Neither executive of- 
ficers nor directors should be allowed to 
use the moneys1 paid for purposes of in- 
surance in support of political candidates 
or platforms. The devious methods tak- 
en to conceal the payments of this sort 
are confessions of their illicit character. 
They illustrate the manner in which ex- 
ecutive officers have treated the funds of 
the company virtually as their own, 
abusing their power to disburse them 
without 
proper 
accounting. Whether 


made for the purpose of supporting polit- 
ical views or with the desire to obtain 
protection for the eorpora-tion, these con- 
tributions have been wholly unjustifia- 
ble. 
In the one case executive officers 


have sought to impose their political 
views upon a- constituency of divergent 
convictions, and in the other they have 
been guilty of a serious offense against 
public morals. 


DRASTIC LAW RECOMMENDED. 
The frank admission that moneys have 


been obtained for use in state campaigns 
upon the expectation that 
candidates 


thus aided in their election would sup- 
port the interests of the companies, has 
exposed both those who solicited the con- 
tributions and those who made them to 
severe and just condemnation. The com- 
mittee recommends the passage of an un- 
equivocal and drastic measure" to remedy 
this evil. Not only should it be express- 


prohibited and treated as a waste of 


corporate moneys, but any officer, direc- 
tor 
or agents making, authorizing or 


consenting to any 
such contribution 


should be guilty, of a misdemeanor and 
the prohibition should be extended to all 
corporate contributions of this character. 


LOBBYING IS DECRIED. „., 


Nothing disclosed by the investigation 


deserves more serious attention than the 
systematic efforts of the large insurance 
companies to control a large part of the 
legislation of the state. They have been 
organized into an offensive and defensive 
alliance to procure or prevent the pass- 
age of laws effecting not only insurance 
but a great variety, of important inter- 
ests to which, through subsidiary com- 
panies, or through the connections of 
their officers they have become related, 
their operations have extended beyond 
the state and the country has been divid- 
ed into districts so that each company 
might perform, conveniently its share of 
the work. Enormous sums have been 
expended in a- surreptitious manner. 


DISHONESTLY USED. 


Irregular accounts have been kept to 


conceal the payments of which proper 
vouchers have not been required. This 
course of conduct has. created a wide- 
spread conviction that large portions of 
this money have been dishonestly used. 
Andrew. Fields, who represented both the 
Mutual and the Equitable in legislative 
matters and was in control of the supply 
.department of the former company re- 
mained beyond the jurisdiction during 
the sessions of the committee. 


.NO ACCOUNTING MADE. 


The general solicitor of the Mutual, to 


whom tlie chairman of the committee, on 
expenditures entrusted largo sums, died 
just before the beginning: of the investi- 
gation and apparently left no account as 
to how the money had been spent. An- 
drew Hamilton, who within ten years 
received upward of $1,000,000, from tho 
New York Life on the warrant of its 
president in connection with its bureau 
of legislation and taxation has remained 
abroad 
and has failed to render 
any 


proper account showing the disposition 
of the money. The officers of the com- 
pany say that they have no knowledge 
of the uses to which it was put. The of- 
ficers of the Equitable from whom light 
might have been expected on .tlie dis- 
bursements 
of their 
company, either 


have remained out of the jurisdiction-01 
have been disabled by illness. 


REFLECTION ON LEGISLATURE. 
"The pernicious activities of corporate 


agents in matters of legislation demand 
that the present 
freedom of lobbying 


should be restricted. They have brought 
suspicion upon important proceedings o 
the 
legislature and have exjjpscd 
its 


members to consequent assault. The leg 
islature owes it to itself, so far as possi 
We, to stop the practice of the lavish ex 
penditure of moneys ostensibly for ser 
vices in connection with the support;o; 


or opposition to bills and generally be- 
lieved .-to be used for corrupt purposes. 
The legislature should free itself from 
the, stigma which now attaches to the 
progress,of measures affecting important 
interests. The laws against bribery and 
corruption, offenses which are difficult of 
proof, are sufficiently stringent, but an 
efToi-t should be made'to strike at the 
root of the evil by requiring under prop- 
er penalties full publicity with regard to 
moneys expended in connection with 
matters before the legislature. Corpor- 
ations should be required to keep ac- 
counts and vouchers in which all such 
payments should be fully detailed and 
receipted for and an adequate statement 
regarding them should form part of such 
reports as may be required. 


NO NEED FOR LOBBYING. 


"It has been insisted that the insur- 


ance companies have been so continually 
menaced by the introduction of proper 
and ill advised legislative measures in 
many states, that they have been com- 
pelled to maintain a constant watchful- 
ness and to resort to secret means to de- 
feat them. An insurance 
corporation, 


however, holds a position of peculiar ad- 
vantage in opposing any legislative meas- 
ure which really antagonizes the inter- 
ests of policy holders. A very large pro- 
portion of the voters of the state hold 
policies of life insurance. • It is easy for 
the company to apprise them of hostile 
legislative measures, and in addition a 
department of the state government ex- 
ists for their protection, whose recom- 
mendations have rarely failed to receive 
proper consideration in the legislature. 
It is not a difficult matter to direct pub- 
lic attention to an objectionable bill af- 
fecting life insurance corporations or to 
having opposing argument and criticism 
effectively presented. 
Again, if, in spite 


of argument fairly and publicly present- 
ed, the legislature insists upon passing 
a law inimical to the true interests of 
the companies it is not the officers, but 
the policy holders who must bear the 
loss, 
and the consequences which can 


readily be pointed out are almost cer- 
tain to bring about an early repeal of 
tho obnoxious legislation. The employ- 
ment of agents to disburse large sums, 
mid of clandestine methods to defeat leg- 
islation is wholly inexcusable. 


'The company should be compelled to 


set forth in its annual statement to tho 
.superintendent of insurance, all sums so 
disbursed, giving the names of the pay- 
ees, the amount gaid and the specific 


purpose of the payment. 


HOW IT'S DONE IN WISCONSIN. 
Professional services in promoting leg- 


slation may be entirely honorable and 
are .frequently necessary. 
In 
England 


members of the • so-called .parliamentary 
bar have been held in deserved esteem. 
The drafting of bills and the presenta- 
;ion of arguments for and against their 
enactment before legislative committees 
call for a high order of professional abil- 
ity. 
In Massachusetts and in Wisconsin 


statutes have been passed requiring that 
persons who professionally .advocate or 
oppose legislation affecting corporate in- 
ierests should enter i'.egular appearances 
and disclose for wh|t clients they are 
acting. In Wisconsin it is made a mis- 
demeanor for any person to accept a fee 
contingent upon the passage or defeat 
of a pending measure and by statute, 
passed there in 1905 it is made unlawful 
for any person employed for a pecuniary 
consideration to attempt personally to 
direct or influence a member of tho leg- 
islature to vote for or against any pend- 
ing measure, otherwise than by appear- 
ing before regular committees, by publi- 
cations or public addresses or by state- 
ments, arguments or tiriefs delivered- to 
all members of the legislature and filed 
in the office of the secretary of state. 
We are not inclined to;j-ecommend, on this 
subject which will interfere with the pre- 
sentation to a legislator of the views of 
his constituents or ol;citizens generally, 
but we believe that .where legislation is 
.opposed or promoted:Tiy paid profession-, 
al advocates the maiter should be the 
subject of suitable regulation. 


REGULATIONS PRESCRIBED. 


The committee therefore recommends 


that the legislative l»w be so amended 
that every person retained or employed 
for compensation as counsel or agent to 
proinote or oppose tlie passage of bills 
or resolutions by either house of execu- 
tive approval of such measures shall, be- 
fore entering upon the service, file in the 
office of the secretary of state a writing 
stating the name or names .of his em- 
ployer together with a brief description, 
of the legislative matter with reference: 
to which the service is to be renderd. 


PUNISHMENT RECOMMENDED. 
Violation of the law should be made 


a misdemeanor and the failure to file the 
statements required should subject the 
offender to appropriate penalties. 


COMPANY HAS RIGHTS. 


The committee deems it inadvisable to 


recommend that the legislature attempt 
to prescribe the expenditures of insur- 
ance corporations. Tlie legislature can- 
not undertake the management of the 
business. In seeking to secure economi- 
cal administration it should not overstep 
the line which divides suitable state sup- 
ervision from an utterl3' impracticable 
effort to prescribe details. The legisla- 
ture should- aim to permit freedom of 
management subpect to general regula- 
tions and complete publicity. 
WHERE EXTRAVAGANCE COMES ET. 


The evidence, however, makes it cleaiv 


that the most'swasteful expense lies in. 
the amount paid for new business. Every 
company professed to deplore this, plead- 
ing that competition rendered it unavotd;- 
able. 


UNIFORM COMMISSIONS. 


The committee does not recommend, 


that the rate of commissions be prescrib- 
ed by law. It is recommended that com- 
missions should be uniform—that is to 
ay, that while the- rate may vary ae- 
:ording to tho plan of insurance, the 
compensation should not be greater in 
amount for any $1,000 of insurance at 
the same age and should be determined 
t>y the amount paid in the case of an or- 
dinary whole life policy. 


MINIMUM POLICY STANDARD. 
The committee recommends that the 


law be amended so that a minimum 
standard for valuation of policies other 
than industrial 
should be established; 


and so that preliminary terms in the val- 
uation of policies issued after 1906 should 
not be permitted. 


PUNISHMENT FOR REBATERS. 
The law as to rebates is sufficiently 


stringent but as a further precaution it 
is 
recommended that the penal 
code 


should be amended so as to provide that 
a person receiving a rebate should be 
equally guilty with the one who gives it.

The members of 
the board, at least the twenty-one who 
signed the petition of Mr. Drew, believe 
that it is equivalent to an election at 
their hands.

A train of 
fifty cars carries about 2,000 tons.

Cold Storage Packers Failed 


to Get Rich. 


The big packers who placed millions of 


eggs in cold storage the past winter with 
the idea that, the price of hen fruit would 
soar, have not realized their anticipations 
as the hens, owing in great measure to 
the mildness of the winter have been 
indefatigable in their efforts to supply 
the human race with their product. 


The price of storage eggs today in Chi- 


cago dropped to eight cents while fresh 
eggs are cheaper than in July and Au- 
just, retailing at from twenty to twenty- 
two cents at the groceries. 


It is confidentially said that eggs will 


be cheaper this year than 
they 
have 


been for two or' three 'seasons past. The 
farmers laid in a good_supply of coarsq 
feed last year and as poultry paid s 
they'have sold but few chickens 
keeping them for egg .'laying. In conse-j 
quence of this the price of fowl at the 
present time is way up, live chickens sell-; 
ing at thirteen cents per pound. 


Tliose who have had storage eggs were 


engaged in a frantic effort the past few 
Sveeks to dispose of them and in many 
cases at a loss. 


It is said the big packers were caught 


far more heavily than the smaller deal 
crs. 


Receipts continue to increase in the 


city markets with_thc demand but fair.

Gov. McDonald, who isued the neces- 


sary papers for the extradition of the 
federation officers to Idaho, said yester- 
day that he had read a copy of Orchard's 
confession, but was not at liberty to di- 
vulge its contents. 


CONFESSION is DENIED! 


In an interview published here today, 


Detective James McParland denies the 
report that he secured a confession from 
Harry Orchard, who is charged with the 
murder of former Governor Frank Steun- 
enberg, at Caldwell, Idaho, Dec. HO, last, 
implicating the officers of the Western 
Federation of Miners and many others in 
the cririie, though lie claims to have am- 
ple evidence of their guilt. 


"There have been statements made by 


various persons," said Officer McParland, 
"but I know of none made by Orchard, 
but as I have been the only one working 
on the case I think I would have known 
of it had there been ono. 


"I undertook the investigation of Gov. 


Stennenberg's death at the request of 
his political friend, Gov. Coding, and 
Gov. 
Coding has personally paid what 


expenses have been incidental on my in- 
vestigation. 


"I felt it my duty as a citizen of Col- 


orado, to uproot the gong, and as such, I 
undertook 
the work.

Those who attained this distinction 
were few indeed.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—By a decis- 


ion of the supreme court handed down 
by Justice White yesterday a broad ex- 
tension of the interstate commerce law 
was established as the law of the land. 


11 was held that a railroad company, 


which i* a common, carrier, could not 
own and mine coal or own and transport 
any other commodity and then sell that 
coal or commodity below 
the 
market 


price so as, in e'll'eet, to make the reduc- 
tion a rebate ou the cost of transporta- 
tion. 


The supreme court 
established 
the 


broad general principle that a reduction 
in the price of coal owned by a railroad 
at the mines might be used as an indi- 
rect rebate of the transportation charge, 
and, therefore, be prohibited by the or 
iginal interstate commerce lasv. 


The decision is a sensational one, be- 


cause it seems to indicate the purpose of 
the supreme court to interpret the in- 
terstate commerce law in the interest ol 
•the people and shippers as against the 
railroads. To that extent this decision 
fati.4 a direct inllucnce upon pending leg- 
islation ill congress. 


1'AVKS WAY FOR HATE BILL. 
The court had broadened the interstate 


commerce law to such an extent as to 
make it apparent that the rate regula- 
tion bill passed by the house and now 
Vending in the senate is clearly within 
the authority of congress. 


This last decision of the supreme court 


is one of a long line, every one of which 
has. upheld the' interstate commerce law 
and has broadened it with the exception 
of one which declares that the law did 
not give the commission authority to fix 
a specific reasonable rate. This is what 
the pemiing legislation proposes to do, 
and with that correction the interstate 
commerce law will apparently be impreg- 
nable so far as the supreme court is con- 
cerned. 


liy its decision the supreme court per- 


petually enjoins the Chesapeake & Ohio 
railroad frum carrying coal at less than 
the published rates. 


The decision was delivered by Justice 


•White, ami the oll'ect will be far reach- 
ing and compel other railroads to aban- 
don the practice which led to the suit in 
whii-h the decision was yesterday ren- 
dered. 


• HOW LAW 
WAS VIOLATED. 


In his decision Justice White showed 


plainly how the interstate commerce act 
had been violated by hiding the cut rate 
in the total price, of coal. His decision 
is of great importance and significance, 
as otliei' railroads, particularly the San 
ta, l"c, have been charged with cvadinj 
the interstate commerce law by dealinj 
in the articles transported and cutting 
"inder their published lutes in the total 
price charged for the articles. On this 
point he =uys: 


-A carrier engaged in interstate com- 


merce become.-, subject as such to the de- 
mands of the statute, and may not set 
its provisions at naught, whatever other- 
wise may be its power, when carrying 01 
commerce not interstate in character. In 
view of the positive command of the act 
that no departure from the pubiishci 
rate.-t shall be made, a carrier may not 
take itself from out the statute simply 
by electing to b^ a dealer and tninspor 
a, commodity in that character. 


•'if the carrier has a right to disregan 


the published rates by res.irting to 
particular form of dealing, it must i'ol 
low that there is uo obligation on tho 
part of the carrier to adhere to the rates 
because doing so is merely voluntary. 


"The all embracing prohibition again? 


either directly or indirectly charging les 
than the published rates shows that th 
purpose of the statute was to make th 
prohibition applicable to every niethoi 
of dealing by the carrier by which th 
forbidden result could be brought about.

PRESIDENT MELLEN'S' VIEWS. 
President Mellen said after his talk 


with the president that his own position 
regarding railroad rate legislation was 
reasonably well known. 


"There is only one man in this ques- 


tion who is to be considered as an indi- 
vidual," said Mr. Mellen, "and xo far as 
the interests,I represent are concerned, I 
am with him. To my mind there can be 
no doubt that the people of the country 
arc back of Mr. Kooscvelt in his demand 
that rate legislation which really means 
something should be enacted. My belief 
has been all along that such legislation 
ought to be put on the statute books. 
It would be the better not only for the 
people but for the.railroads. 


"Personally, I am inclined to the opin: 


ion that the pending Hepburn bill is not 
just what ought to be enacted into the 
law. 1 am satisfied that an ox team 
could be driven through it, at several 
points. 


"A law which will meet the demands 


and the rights of the people, and at the 
same time be entirely just and equitable 
to the carriers, can be framed, and I am 
satisfied that it will be so drawn. The 
law may be drastic, so far as the rail- 
roads are concerned, but, if framed with 
regard to these suggestions, it would be 
fair to all. Such measure would meet 
all the requirements of the situation, and 
to it the railroads and the people proper- 
ly could adjust themselves."

VETO BY THE PRESIDENT 


Forthcoming if Senate Changes 


Rate Bill to Meet His 


Disapproval. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 22.—When 


the senate committee on interstate com- 
merce meets on Friday to vote on a rate 
bill the announcement will be made au- 
thoritatively that President' Roosevelt 
will not 'attempt to prevent amendment 
of the Hepburn bill; that,he will leave 
the committee free to exercise its best 
judgment and, if possible, to compromise 
.its differences; that if a bill is reported 
; which does not meet his approval and in 
that form is passed by" congress he will 
content himself with exercising his veto 
power. 
; 


: This announcement will be made as the 
result of a conference yesterday between 
.the most active persons supporting the 
house bill without' amendment. 
It will 


be delivered to the' committee by a sena- 
tor who has supported an amendment 
.providing for a radical review of an or- 
der of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. 


The conference at the White House 


one of many that have been held there 
within a week for a discussion of the rail- 
road rate question. It was attended by 
Senators Dolliver and Clapp, Sepaker 
Cannon, Representative Hepburn and At- 
torney General Moody. 


MOODY GIVES APPROVAL. 


Attorney General Moody, it is said, 


contended that the Hepburn bill is con- 
stitutional and that there is no danger 
of Its being overturned by the United 
States supreme court. He would not pass 
upon the wisdom of amending.the bill, 
taking the position that that is a func- 
tion outside of his official province^ 
: After Senators Dolliver and Clapp re 
turned to the capitol they told certain 
colleagues that they would go into the 
committee on Friday and make a flrm 
stand to have £he'"bilV reported without 
amendment. Whqn asked concerning the 
attitude of the president, they said that 
tliey believer he'is satisfied with the ;bill 
as it stands, but that it is too much to 
say that he is opposed to any amend- 
ments whatever.

Senate Passes Pure Food Bill 


After Years of Con- 


sideration. 


: WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 22.—After 
fifteen years of more or less serious con- 
,sideration of the.subject the senate yes- 
terday passed a pure food bill by .the .de- 
cisive vote of 63 to 4, Messrs. Bacon, Bai- 
ley, Foster and Tillman, all democrats, 
being the only senators 
to cast their 


votes in the negative. 


The vote was taken after a day de- 


voted almost exclusively to debate of a 
desultory character on the measure. Sev- 
eral efforts were made to amend the bill 
and the committee accepted a number of 
suggestions, but only those thus accepted 
are incorporated in the bill as passed. 


PROVISIONS OF THE BILL. 


The bill makes it a misdemeanor 
to 


manufacture or sell adulterated or mis- 
branded foods, drugs, medicines or liq- 
uors in the District of Columbia, the ter- 
ritories and the insular possessions of 
the United States; and prohibits the ship- 
ment of such goods from one state to 
another or to a foreign country. It also 
prohibits the receipt of such goods. Pun- 
ishment by fine of $500 or by imprison- 
ment for one year, or both, is prescribed. 
In the case of corporations, officials in 
charge are made responsible. 


The treasury department and the de- 


partments of agriculture and of com- 
merce and labor are required to agree 
upon regulations for the collections and 
examination of the articles covered by 
the bill, but no specific pvovisirm is made 
for investigation except by the depart- 
ment of agriculture. 
The investigations 


by that department are placed in the 
hands of the chief of the bureau.of chem- 
istry, and if he finds that the law has 
been violated, the secretary of agricul- 
ture is required to report the facts to 
the United States district attorney, who, 
in return, is required to institute pro- 
ceedings in the federal court. 


The bill also defines foods, drugs, medi- 


cines and liquors, and also defines 
the 


standards for-them, ^ There is an exemp- 
tion for dealers who furnish guarantees 
against 'adulteration and misbranding.

were worth only 7. 


63,000,000 EGGS INVOLVED. 


From the best information obtainable 


there are between 65,000 and 76,000 cases 
of eggs in the storage houses of the city, 
which means about 27,000,000 eggs. 
These are mostly the property of the mi- 
nor speculators about town anfl besides 
these the beef packers have on hand it 
is said about 100,000 cases. 


Meantime the hens out in the country 


are cackling merrily,and the roosters are 
crowing most delightedly.
